CAPITAL  AT   DELAWARE 

The  1924  football  season  opened  with  a  new  foe  on  Edwards  Field,  but  this  did  not 
bother  Gauthier  and  his  gang,  as  the  purple  warriors  from  Capital  were  swept  to  a  forty  to 
nothing  defeat.  Pearce  and  Turney  were  the  stars  of  the  game,  both  running  for  touchdowns 
from  their  own  territory  after  receiving  the  ball  on  a  punt.  Every  man  on  the  squad  got  a 
chance  to  play,  and  touch  downs  were  scored  by  five  different  men.  It  was  a  running  start  on 
a  great  football  season.

THE  DUTIES  OF  THE  COUNCIL 

The  Student  Executive  Council  acts  as  the  direct  agent  of  the  student  body.  It  considers 
not  only  matters  pertaining  directly  to  the  student  body  but  also  matters  referred  to  it  by  the 
President  of  the  University.  It  makes  recommendations  to  both  the  Faculty  and  the  Student 
Body.  In  addition  to  its  functions  as  an  advisory  board  it  confers  with  the  Faculty  Committee 
through  the  Council  Committee.  The  Joint  Committee  of  the  Faculty  and  the  Council  makes 
recommendations   regarding   the   following   problems: 

(a)  Maintaining  eligibility  for  representing  the  University  in  the  various  student  activities, 

(b)  Participation  in   extra-curriculum  activities, 

(c)  Student  morality, 

(d)  Regulation  and  distribution  of  all  social  activities  and  the  admission  fees  to  be 
charged  in  each  case. 

(e)  Determination  of  causes  to  be  represented  in  the  Student  Chest  and  the  amounts  to 
be  granted  in  each  case. 

In  general,  the  student  Executive  Council  serves  as  an  executive  committee  in  all  matters 
pertaining  to  student  interests. 

The  Council  is  composed  of  the  ranking  Senior  members  of  the  Student  Council  and 
handles  the  more  important  affairs  which  are  turned   over  to   them  by  the  larger   Council.
